one and eighteen. Among these, 151*875 are destitute or homeless.

By February 1938 the population had dropped to 306,728, according to the first 
population total published by th^j Japanese Puppet Government then established 
in Tsingtao. By 1 January 1939 the population had increased to 451,198. 
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The number of refugees in Tsingtao lias grown steadily since Auril 1946, when 
statistics showed a refugee population of 1*262. A year later this figure had 
51*202, and by April 1948 it had reached approximately 250,000.
